Politicians as a breed are given 
to wishful thinking. 
Probably no 
harder wishing was ever done than 
the Republicans are 
engaged in 
right now as they await President 
Eisenhower’s decision whether or 
not to run again. 
It is in this light that the hope­ 
ful comments 
of Leonard Hall, 
chairman of the Republican N a­ 
tional Committee, m ust be viewed. 
He thinks the President will try 
for a second term “ if he feels he 
is able 
But Hall is by nature an especial­ 
ly cheerful 
politician, 
given to 
reading bright promise in the signs 
he finds about him. 
We must real­ 
ize that is what he has done in this 
case. 
Hall has not actually talked to 
Mr. 
Eisenhower about a second 
term. 
Indeed, by his own word 
we know that the President said 
nothing that even indirectly could 
he taken as a cue to his intentions 
for 1956. 
\Vhat Hall is reporting arc his 
impressions of Mr. Eisenhower’s 
health, his mood and temper, and 
his interest in affairs political and 
otherwise. 
He finds that the Presi­ 
dent looks well, is eager for work, 
and maintains a lively curiosity 
about m atters of national and world 
concern. 
On the other hand, he finds no 
discouraging 
evidence, 
no 
signs 
of physical strain, no wistful com­ 
ment about settling down on his 
farm, and so on 
Perhaps it was 
the absence of this negative evi­ 
dence that more than anything eon- 
\ meed Hall he had real reason to 
hope. 
In any event, we must under­ 
stand that no positive cue has been 
given.

A Strange Silence 


When the United States exploded 
a hydrogen bomb in mid-Pacific, 
vehement shouts of protest went 
up from many neutralist quarters 
around the globe. 
It was an out­ 
rage, they said, and all further 
testing ought to be halted. 
Our position in the m atter was 
not helped by the fact that J a p a ­ 
nese fishermen were operating on 
the fringes of the bomb danger 
zone and some were affected by 
the radioactive fall-out. 
Now the Russians have exploded 
a hydrogen device. 
Though not as 
large as ours, it has produced a 
considerable fall-out on Japan pro­ 
per and has led to increased radio­ 
activity in the air over such Euro­ 
pean cities as Paris. 
The question is: Where are the 
protests? 
Japan has protested, true, but 
the neutralists have for the most 
part been discreetly silent. 
There 
is no wringing of hands over the 
unhappy circumstances of the J a ­ 
panese who have been subjected to 
fall-out whose source was much 
closer than the American explosion. 
Perhaps the gullible neutralists 
accept the Russian contention that 
the Reds would not test such a 
weapon if we did not. 
By that 
reasoning, the whole thing once 
more would become our fault. 
T hat’s pretty 
thin stuff, since 
heretofore the Russians never have 
shown any disposition to limit eith­ 
er arms or arms tests in accord 
with what the rest of the world was 
doing. 
It may be enough to satisfy the 
neutralists, however, for they don’t 
need much encouragement to ex­ 
cuse the Russians and blame us. 
It never occurs to them to acknowl­ 
edge that we may have to test nu­ 
clear weapons because the Rus­ 
sians have an army big enough to 
overrun Europe if we did not pose 
that huge threat.

WASHINGTON. — The man who 
has tried hardest to bring peace to 
that 
part of 
the 
world 
where 
Christ was born is Erie Johnston, 
head of the Motion Pictures Pro­ 
ducers and former president of 
the LL S. Chamber of Commerce. 
Today the area from which the 
modern world gets its great spirit­ 
ual leadership is a long way from 
the goal of ' peace on earth, good 
will to men" announced by 
the 
angels when Christ was born 2,000 
years ago. 
But if s not for lack 
of trving by the indefatigable, un­ 
discouraged 
ambassador we have 
sent to work out a plan for the 
joint use of the river Jordan by 
Israel, Lebanon. Syria and Jo r­ 
dan. 
Despite the discouraging news 
fro rn the Near East. Johnston may 
not be too far from success. When 
last in Cairo, the nine Arab states 
got together to discuss Johnston'* 
final proposals on joint coopera­ 
tion 
with Israel 
over the 
river 
Jordan. Premier Nasser of Egypt. 
who attended the meeting, final­ 
ly came out to tell Johnson: 
‘ Give these people tim e.’’ 
he 
said. 
"There will be an agree­ 
ment, but it takes time. 
Some of 
them have new governments at 
heme and we have to give them 
time to get settled.’’ 
He referred to the fact that the 
government of Lebanon had then 
been in office only four days and 
the 
government 
of 
Syria 
only 
eight days. 
Premier Nasser was probably 
too optimistic 
But when you con 
’•rler that California and Arizona. 
two 
relatively 
peaceful 
states, 
have been squabbling over water 
from the Colorado river for 
20 
years, you can concur with Prem ­ 
ier Nasser that the Arab-Israeli 
group needs more time to get to­ 
gether with Israel. 
THE FOUR PROBLEMS 
A TVA for the river Jordan, of 
course, will not solve the problem 
of 
Lrael-Arab bitterness, 
but it 
will help. 
It may even go a long 
way. 
Today there are four main 
problems causing friction. 
One is 
the division of Jordan irrigation 
water 
Another is Arab refugees, 
about 
800,000 of 
them —expelled 
from Israel, 
lf the river Jordan 
irrigation project is put through, 
however, about one-third of these 
refugees could settle on irrigated 
land. 
The second problem is the unde­ 
fined bi rders between Israel and 
its neighbors, while the final prob­ 
lem is who shall hold the city of 
Jerusalem This is sacred not only 
t i Christians because of its ident­ 
ity with the life of Christ, but to 
Jews because of Abraham, and to 
Mohammedans because 
the rock 
from which Mohammed rose on a 
white hor^c is in Jerusalem . 
Jews, Mohammedans, and the 
Vatican all want control of the old 
city of Jerusalem, and this may be 
a tougher problem to solve than 
almost anv other. 
ARAB BITTERNESS 
How 
bitter 
Arab 
feeling 
is 
against the Jews was illustrated 
when Erie Johnston took a m em ­ 
ber of the Syrian cabinet un on a 
hill overlooking the valley of Yar- 
mouk. 
The sun was just setting 
and below them the Jordan river 
washed its eroding way down the 
valley, unharnessed and just as 
Useless as it had been for cen­ 
turies. 
“You see that valley,” Johnston 
told the Syrian cabinet minister. 
“you see how fertile and beautiful 
it would become if the waters of 
that river 
were spread 
out over 
the plain. 
I ask you to use your 
influence to bring about this great 
irrigation project.” 
Suddenly the Syrian’s face con­ 
torted in hatred. 
“ Mr. Ambassador,” be raged, 
speaking in perfect Oxford Eng­ 
lish, “ you ask me to do that! You 
ask me to associate with 
those 
people! 
You ask me to have my 
children live with them in peace! 
They cheat, they steal, they lie! 
Yet you ask me to do that! No, I 
cannot do it.” 
“ Look 
here, 
Mr. 
Minister,’’ 
soothed Johnston, “ iou have two 
fine boys. 
Do you want them to 
think of you as passing up this 
great 
opportunity 
to 
build for 
peace—to help tho future of your 
country?

DULLES VACILLATES 
Basic trouble in the Israeli-Arab 
dispute is that the United States 
has vacillated.

SPRINGFIELD lf* — The Illi­ 
nois Supreme Court today upheld

amendment to the school 
I code requiring that detached non* 
: high school district territory re­ 
main liable for its share of the old 
district’s debt. 


The high court affirmed a Cook 
County 
Circuit 
Court 
decision 
against Pauline Prohm, who con­ 
tested a $2.448,(WO refunding bond 
issue of Non-High School District 
216 m Cook County. 


The territory in wiiieh she lived 
had been detached from the non* 
high school district in September, 
1954 
But the non high school d i s ­ 
trict had the $2.448.(HK) debt. 


The following April the district 
authorized a refunding bond issue 
foi the debt and authorized taxes 
to 
pay off the 
refunding bonds. 
The action w a s taken under House 
Bill 212 enacted by the 1955 L e g i s ­ 
lature. 
The high court said 
the 
now 
legislation was passed to “ avoid 
the imposition of the total burden 
of 
indebtedness 
of a non - high 
school district, as existing prior 
to 
disconnection, 
solely 
on tho 
portions of the area of the district 
remaining 
after disconnection.” 


The refunding bond i-«ue does 
not c re ate 
additional debt, 
the 
court ga id, and overruled the ap­ 
pellant’s argument that it is un 
constitutional to levy a tax on the 
detached .territory after the effec­ 
tive date of the detachment.
